Upon his graduation from 
Columbus South High School 
in 1925, Heintz enrolled at The 
Ohio State University. At OSU 
he was a member of the track 
and cross country teams, be- 
ing captain of the latter. 

Dr. Heintz graduated from 
OSU in 1932 with the degrees 
B.A. and D.D.S. 

Following his gradOation, 
Dr. Heintz entered private 
practice in Columbus. Still 
closely associated with the 
university, he served OSU as 
Varsity cross country coach 
and assistant track coach from 
1938 to 1943. 

From 1943 until 1946, Dr. 
Heintz served with the U.S. Ar- 
my in New Guinea and the 
South Pacific. 

After returning to private 
practice for a short time, he 
accepted an appointment in 
prosthodontics with the Army. 
Holding the rank of Major, he 
was stationed at Walter Reed 
Hospital in Washington, D.C. 
and then in Frankfort, Ger- 
many. While in Germany, he 
was track coach for both the 


Frankfort Post and the Euro- 
pean Command. Following this 
tour of duty, he returned to 
Columbus to become an in- 
structor at the OSU College of 
Dentistry. 

From 1953 to 1957, Dr. 
Heintz was Director of the 
School of Dental Laboratory 
Technology at Ohio State. With 
the termination of that pro- 
gram, he resumed full-time 
teaching in prosthodontics. 

From 1964 to 1974, he was 
Chariman of the Removable 
Partial Prosthodontics section 
at OSU. 

While at the university, Dr. 
Heintz was the faculty advisor 
to the University International 
Students Association, Chair- 
man of the University Commit- 
tee on Academic Misconduct, 
and Franklin County Education 
Chairman for United Way. In 
addition, he was the 1964 reci- 
pient of the Alfred J. Wright 
Award for service to university 
student activities. 

In his years of service to the 
university, Dr. Heintz progress- 
ed from Assistant Professor to 
full Professor Emeritus. 

Professional recognition and 
organizations include: Fellow, 
American College of Dentists; 


Fellow, International College of 
Dentists; O.K.U.; American 
Prosthodontic Society; Mid- 
west Academy of Prosthodon- 
tics; Carl O. Boucher Pro- 
sthodontic Conference; 
American Dental Association; 
Ohio Dental Association; and 
Chairman of the Removable 
Prosthodontics Section of the 
American Association of Den- 
tal Schools. 

Dr. Heintz was the Quest 
editor of the October 1973 and 
January 1979 editions of The 
Dental Clinics of North 
America. He has given presen- 
tations on removable partial 
prosthodontics in_ Finland, 
France, Germany and South 
Africa. 

He wrote the mandatory 
mouth protector rule which af- 
fects millions of high school 
and collegiate athletes. For 
over 20 years, he has been 
consultant to the Bureau of 
Dental Health Education and 
the ADA Journal on mouth 
protection and other subjects. 


Dr. Heintz is on the editorial 
boards of the ‘‘Physician and 
Sports Medicine” and “Post- 
Graduate Sports Medicine”’ 
magazines. 





ODONTOS: You have 
been involved with den- 
tistry for more than 50 
years. Would you give us 
some insight into the den- 
tal education process as it 
existed when you were a 
student? 

HEINTZ: During the late 
1920’s and early 1930’s, 
some things were still very 
primitive. You have to 
realize the effect of im- 





provements that have 
come along. 

Believe it or not, we still 
had a foot engine while | 
was in school. Afterwards, 
there came a cable engine 
that you used at the chair. 
That was better than 
pumping it with your foot. 

Following that came the 
cord engine, which was 
pretty good and was used 
for many years. 

Then, when high speed 
came along, that changed 
everything tremendously. 
That is the most signifi- 
cant change in dentistry 
which has occurred during 
my career. The amount of 
work which a person can 
do in a given amount of 
time is far greater since 


the advent of high speed. 
ODONTOS: How has the 
dental student changed 
over the years? 

HEINTZ: The total volume 
of what we were required 
to master was not nearly 
that which is asked of you 
today. 

In addition, | believe 
that the students today 
are more skeptical and 
less ready to accept what 






you tell them, even when 
you give them reasons. 
Students always want to 
change everything. That is 
understandable. Maybe | 
did too, | can’t remember. 
Today when a student 
brings you something and 
you tell him it isn’t right, 
there is a greater ques- 
tioning than there once 
was. 
| think that the student 
of my day accepted being 
told that it was wrong. He 
didn’t like it. He may have 
called the instructor a ‘so 
and so’ or said he was 
‘tough,’ but | do not think 
he resented it as much as 
some students do today. 
We have a pretty fine 
group of graduates in 


practice who did so 
despite the handicap of 
having had their education 
at Ohio State (he chuck- 
led). So they must not 
have wasted their time 
here. | believe that many 
of you will arrive at the 
same conclusion after you 
have been out for awhile. 

| think it would help the 
student to accept this 
possibility. But it is 
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relatively difficult for the 
student to be in a position 
to make that judgment 
while he is in school. 

So | am asking the stu- 
dent to accept some 
things on good faith. 


| believe the faculty 
members are here 
because they like to help 
students. | do not know of 
anyone who is trying to 


become rich through 
teaching. 
ODONTOS: Do you 


believe that students of 
your time had a greater 
problem-solving ability? 

HEINTZ: Yes. | believe that 
students are spoonfed 
more today, and this has 
created part of the 
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problem. 

| would like to add that 
we still have our share of 
excellent students. 

Many of today’s 
students are very 
outstanding. Perhaps a 
greater percentage than 
when | was in school. 

And | am very pleased 
with the performance of 
female students. | think 
they have done every bit 
as well as the male 
students. 

ODONTOS: Has_ there 
been a great change in 


dental ethics over the 
years? 
HEINTZ: | guess | see 


evidence of slippage in 
ethics. And | have to say 
that | see evidence of slip- 
page of ethics in our 
society. So if | feel that 
way, it is not only in 
dentistry. | 

There is such a thing as 
doing the ‘right thing,’ and 
| believe that  profes- 
sionals should be able to 
determine what is right 
and what is wrong. 

Of course | have a firm 

conviction in that | think 
you should do _ what’s 
right, and the heck with 
what the world thinks. 
ODONTOS: In your opin- 
ion, where will the greatest 
changes in dentistry take 
place during the next 20 
years? 
HEINTZ: | suppose you will 
continue to get additional 
auxiliary help in one form 
or another. 

That is directly related 
to the introduction of high 


speed _ instrumentation. 
The greater the amount of 
work which you put out, 
the greater the demand 
for dental auxiliaries. 
ODONTOS: Dr. Heintz, 
you had a major role in the 
introduction of the mouth 
protector into organized 
sports. How did this in- 
terest come about? 
HEINTZ: | have always had 
an active interest in 
sports. Therefore, | am the 
man who pushed the most 
for the mandatory mouth 
protector in athletics. 

The first mouth protec- 
tor rule was passed in 
1962. That was passed by 


the high schools. 
It wasn’t until 12 years 
later that the NCAA 


passed a rule requiring 
mouth protectors. 
ODONTOS: What impact 
has the mouth protector 
had in major college 
sports? 

HEINTZ: Well, it is just 
another form of protec- 
tion. No protective equip- 
ment precludes injury, but 
it does minimize the in- 
cidence and severity of 
the injury. 

The mouth protector 
eliminates approximately 
150,000 mouth injuries 
per year. So now we are to 
the point where mouth in- 
juries are practically 
non-existent. 

We are also making 
progress in other sports 
where mouth hazard 
exists. 

As consultant for the 
Bureau of Health Educa- 


tion and Audio-Visual 
Services for the ADA, | still 
attend sports organization 
meetings to explain why it 
is necessary to use mouth 
protection. We still have a 
number of sports to go. 
ODONTOS: You have 
been an avid sports fan 
for many years, yet in re- 
cent years you have ex- 
pressed some dissatisfac- 
tion with professional 
athletics. Why has this 
change come about? 
HEINTZ: Well, sports are 
one of my primary in- 
terests, and | feel very 
strongly that what sports 
has to offer society is 
ethics. 

We used to have 
something which we 
called ‘sportsmanship.’ 
That has suffered severely 
in sports today. Sports- 
manship used to involve 
the participants, the 
coaches and the par- 
ticipants. Today, the con- 
duct of all of these people 
is in some cases deplor- 
able. When such a thing 
happens, then sports has 
nothing to offer society. 

We used to use the ex- 
pression, ‘a good sport.’ If 
you look at the conduct in 
sports today, that’s an in- 
sult instead of a 
compliment. 

So to that extent, we 
have reached a sad state. 
And this permeates our 
society and, in my opinion, 
threatens the future of our 
country and our society. 


ODONTOS: Do you think 





that Americans place too 
much emphasis upon 
winning? 

HEINTZ: Yes, | do. | think 
we have always had peo- 
ple who have followed that 
to excess. 

Take for instance a 
fellow like Vince Lombardi 
making the statement that 
‘Winning is everything.’ 
You cannot defend that 
morally. 

There is another team 
trying to win also. Can’t 
we be adult and intelligent 
enough to realize this? 

You ought to try with all 

of your might, that is part 
of sportsmanship. But you 
have to be _ intelligent 
enough and honest 
enough to realize the 
other guy is trying to win, 
too. And if he won, he 
either did it better or 
worked harder at it. 
ODONTOS: Why do you 
think this deterioration in 
sportsmanship has 
occurred? 
HEINTZ: Well, for one 
thing, a sports personality 
makes an objectionable 
quote and the news 
media, rather than con- 
demning him for it, write a 
story and call that 
‘colorful.’ 

Leo Durocher once said 
‘Nice guys finish last.’ | 
could suggest a team of 
outstanding members 
who were gentlemen and 
would still be champions 
in any league. 

One individual who 
stands out in my mind is 
Jesse Owens. Stan Musial 


of baseball is another. 
ODONTOS: You mention 
the media as central com- 
ponents in the decline of 
sportsmanship. Would 
you explain your feelings 
about the media in today’s 
society? 

HEINTZ: That’s' very 
simple. 

My threefold criticism of 
too many members of the 
media is that they are in- 
terested in: A story first; 
secondly, whether it is 
true or not; and finally, 
who it hurts, including the 
country, doesn’t matter. 
ODONTOS: Do you 
believe that more regula- 
tions should be placed on 
the media in our society? 
HEINTZ: | wish there 
would be such a thing as 
ethics. If we had such a 
thing, there would be no 
need for regulations. 

| consider myself an in- 
dividualist. | want to do my 
own thing, but | would like 
to think that | am not go- 
ing to do it at somebody 
else’s expense. 

Just last week, | heard a 
very profound statement 
made by a foreign stu- 
dent. He said if you have 
democracy without an 
ethic, then you are in trou- 
ble because there is no 
rein on what anyone may 
do to anyone else. He 
added that if you have a 
certain ethic, everyone in 
your society will go only so 
far and thus avoid 
excesses. 

This is just another way 
of expressing my concern. 


| believe in democracy 
wholeheartedly, but you 
should not use democracy 
to sink yourself and 
destroy your country. 
ODONTOS: Dr. Heintz, 
you have lived a long and 
full life. What is the most 
outstanding achievement 
which you personally have 
witnessed? 

HEINTZ: Athletically, it 
would have to be two per- 
formances by Jesse 
Owens. The first in setting 
three world records and 
tying a fourth all in the 
same day. That was in the 
Big 10 meet at Michigan in 
1935. Add to that his four 
gold medals in the 1936 
Olympics in Berlin. 
ODONTOS: As the senior 
class prepared to leave 
Ohio State, do you have 
any parting words for 
them? 

HEINTZ: Be a _ genuine 
person. 

Do the best job you 
know how, despite hell or 
high water. | think they 
should have courage 
enough to do what is right. 
Mostly, | think they know 
what is right. 

ODONTOS: How would 
William D. Heintz most like 
to be remembered by his 
students? (At this point, 
Dr. Heintz threw back his 


head and laughed.) 
‘‘Favorably,’’ he said, 
‘‘favorably.”’

CHAT WITH ODONTOS 
ODONTOS INTERVIEW BY DAVE 


Patient management? 
Faculty problems? Ad- 
ministration troubles? Do 
these sould like the woes 
of today’s dental student? 
Well they are, but also no 
different than those of the 
dental student of 
yesteryear, such as one 
William R. Wallace, OSU 
dental student from 
1952-56, and now Dean at 
the College of Dentistry. 

Since dental school 
Wallace has spent only 
three years away from the 
college, serving in the U.S. 
Public Health Service 
before returning to OSU 
as an oral surgery resi- 
dent. After his residency 
Wallace became an in- 
structor and later was ap- 
pointed chairman of the 
Department of Oral 
Surgery, before becoming 
Dean in 1981. 

Although he is Dean 
now, Wallace can. still 
remember the times when, 
as a Student, he too com- 
plained about the faculty, 
had trouble with patients, 
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and was in hot water with 
the administration. He 
talked with the Odontos 
about these and other 
dental school memories. 
Q: How has dental school 
changed since you were a 
student? 

A: The place is about the 
same to tell the truth. 
some of the problems are

the same, _ insufficient 
funds and instructors. We 
spent a lot of time in 
seminars, about fifteen or 
so students were assigned 
to an instructor. It was 
supposed to be educa- 
tionally sound but it really 
was just to occupy our 
time so others could have 
the chairs. 

Q: Did you work while you 
were in school? 


A: Boy that didn’t take 
long. Who told you about 
that? | owned and 
operated the note service 
along with another stu- 
dent. We had our own 
mimeograph machine and 
hired people to take 
notes. Some of the in- 
structors would check our 
notes to be sure they were 
accurate, so you almost 
had to have the notes for 
tests. 

Q: How much did it cost 
for the notes? 

A: | think it was $15.00. | 
borrowed $500 from my 
father to buy duplicating 
equipment. By the time we 
were seniors we covered 
all four classes. 

Q: Did you play intramural 
sports? 

A: Football and | don’t 
know what else. Back then 
all the students (graduate 
and undergraduate) were 
intermingled. There was 
only one (football) league 
and the. professional 
schools usually 
dominated. Two dental 





teams or dental versus a 
med team played in the 
final. Almost all of the 
other teams were from 
frats. The size of the frats 
is the same now, but then 
they were a much bigger 
portion of the student 
population. Very few 
students were married.

The Jai Lai 
was ‘the’ restaurant in 
: town. Most of the parties 


have come by my senior 
year because | got in trou- 
ble due to the ‘inap- 
propriate’ action of some 
of my fraternity brothers. | 
and the rest of the frater- 


nity officers were called 
into the Dean of Men’s of- 
fice and told if ‘it’ hap- 
pened again we would be 
removed from not only the 
fraternity but from school.

Q: Do you see many of 
your classmates very 
often?

Q: Did you know you 
wanted to be an oral 
surgeon when you started 
dental school? 

A: No, | was sure | wanted 
to be an orthodontist. 

Q: What happened? 
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A: | suppose two things 
changed my mind. First | 
enjoyed the application of 
the basic sciences and 
second, the dynamic per- 
sonality of Morgan Allison 
(Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Oral Surgery at 
the time). 

Q: You were first in your 
class, spent three years in 
the U.S. Public Health 
Service, and then entered 
your oral surgery residen- 
cy here at Ohio State. 

A: Yes, and it made me 
mad. They took two of my 
Classmates right out of 
school and made me wait 
three years. 

Q: Did you study a lot in 
school? 

A: Not a lot, but with 
mimeographing the notes 
it was automatic; it 
became part of my 
routine. | still tell students 
today they should study 
right along. 

Q: Did you enjoy dental 
school? 

A: Yea, | had fun. We had 
many of the same com- 
plaints that you have. One 
time during hunting 
season most of the faculty 
were out trying to find 
food for their families and 
| was ‘elected,’ or told 
they’d all go in one ata 


time, to go in to the 
associate dean and com- 
plain that there were no 
faculty on the (clinic) floor.

After | went in he (the 
associate dean) came into 
class and said “it seems 
some of you know more 
about running a dental 
school than we do. After 
you graduate maybe we'll 
give you a position on the 
staff!” 

Q: Like, ‘here’s a dime, 
call home?’ 

A: There was a lot of that 
back then. It didn’t bother 
us and it didn’t bother 
them. 

Q: Did you have any prob- 
lems managing patients? 
A: Yea. Pedo day was 
Saturday morning and the 
whole school was filled 
with little kids. | had this 
ornery little cuss, and | 
finally managed to get 
where he wouldn’t cuss at 
me and kick and bracket 
table. | didn’t want to 
leave him alone but | could 


see an instructor so | went 
to get him. But | turned my 
back to walk over there 
and when | turned around 
he was gone. Well | took 
off running and as | went 
through the clinic to the 
waiting room everybody 
could see me running and 
just pointed to the stairs. 
When | got to the first floor 
they all just pointed to the 
Dean’s office. As | ran 
people would just point, 
and as | ran down the hall 
by the Dean’s office the 
door to his office opened 
and | flattened the Dean’s 
secretary. | just kept go- 
ing; | don’t think she ever 
knew what hit her. | caught 
him just as he got to Neil 
Avenue. 

Q: Do you have any final 
lasting impressions of 
dental school? 

A: Friendships were the 
lasting thing | really 
remember. The com- 
plaints drift off and you 
remember the good 
things. There was lots to 
do and lots to _ learn, 
everybody kept busy. We 
always managed to have 
fun. That’s the important 
thing because it’s prob- 
ably the fun times we 
remember.
